Financially the city has an accumu- 
lated cash surplus of a little over $20, 
000.00 due to good gales of property 
and to the collection of arrears of 
taxes. The mayor explained that the 
principle upon which the governing 
body of this city works is that taxes 
showd be gradually reduced and never 
increased, and pointed out that this 
tends to better feeling and prompter 
payment of taxes. The general deben- 
ture debt totalled $130,000.00 and now 
stands at $43,060.00 and is being reduc- 
ed at the rate of $12,000.00 per year. 
The amount of taxation collected dur- 
ing 1926 was $87,704.00, being %3 per 
cent of the levy. 

.Dealing with expenditure, the speak- 
er pointed out that $26,000.00 had been 
spent on the general account which 
included salaries, printing, fire and 
police work, public works, street light- 
ing, public health, mothers’ allowance, 
hospital ‘and agricultural — society 
grants, law costs and various. other 
things, and suggested that we had ob- 
tained as good value for our money 
as was possible for any town or city 
of our population in western Canada. 

To "sun? up “tho —-finanoliat—pasition, 
the total revenue for 1926 was $99,371 
“68 and the total expenditure was 
$91,696.95, leaving a surplus — of 
$7675.23. 

The speaker then dealt with the 
unfortunate history of the light and 
power department, and pointed out 
that the shutting down of the gas en- 
gine for 18 weeks due to the breaking 
of the crankshaft, for which no one 
was to blame, caused an expenditure 
of $18,000.00, and turned a possible 
profit of $3,500.00 into a loss of $14,- 
500.00 on the year’s operations, 

Coming to the waterworks depart. 
ment, about which the citizens are 


especially interested owing to recent; 


improvements, the speaker said that 
a new well of a total depth of 129.5 
feet with two S inch holes drilled into

Besides the millions of farm work- 
ers directly engaged in producing, | 
there are other millions: of men earn-! 
ing their livings by performing work 
connected with supplying the imple- 
ments, tools, shoes, clothing, ete., for 
the farmer, with the manufacture of 
Taw material originating on the farm 
and the distribution and transporta- 
tion of such commodities, It is per- 
haps well within the mark to assert 
that at least eighty per cent of Can- 
eda’s total population, in every walk 
of life, depends absolutely on the| 
farm, directly or indirectly. 

These imposing figures should lead 
thinking men to speculate on the pos- 
stble performance of Canadfan agri-! 
culture in terms ‘of national develop- 
ment, were Canada in the happy posi- 
tion where more than a mere fringe!

Immigration to Canada for the 
calendar year 1926 was 135,984, 
compared with 84,907 for 1925, a 
gain of 60 per cent. Of the total 
new arrivals 48,819 came from the 
British Isles; 20,944 from the United 
States and 66,221 from other coun- 
tries, Returned Canadians in the 
period totalled 62,298, as against 
38,987 in 1925. 


Figures submitted at the annual 
convention of the Nova Scotia 
Dairymen’s Association showed. 27 
creameries operating in the province 
in 1926, producing 4,764,000 pounds 
of butter, or an increase of 5% 
per cent. over the production of 
1925. The increase in value was 
$423,816, 


J. E. Martin, superintendent of 
the fish culture service of Alberta, 
announces that nearly 800,000 brown 
trout eggs have safely arrived from 
Wisconsin at the Banff hatchery, 
and that the trout, which are closely 
related to the Loch Leven trout, will 
be distributed throughout the tribu- 
taries of the Red Deer River, Al- 
berta, ;

E. W. Beatty announced recently 
that the Canadian Pacific is to build 
a thousand room hotel on the site of 
the old “Queens” at Toronto. The 
new hotel will be on Front Street 
opposite the new Union Station, 
which is to be opened in June, and 
it will be the largest and. finest of 
the famous line of Canadian Pacific 
I stels, and it will be Toronto's first 
big modern hotel entirely owned and 
operated by a Canadi:-n company. 


Canada’s wool production in 1926 
is estimated at 17,180,270 pounds, as 
compared with 15,553,045 pounds in 
1925, The value of the clip of 
1926 is estimated provisionally at 
$3,780,000, as compared with $3,- 
901,000 in 1925. Ontario led in pro- 
duction with 4,926,313 pounds, fol- 
lowed by Quebec with 4,850,116 
pounds, Alberta led in Western 
Canada with a yield of 2,400,000 
pounds, 


New trade arrangements will be 
made between Canada and Cuba as 
a result of the visit of the Canadian 
Minister of Finance to that coun- 
try. Canada will receive preferen- 
tial treatment from Cuba and the 
products of that country will be ad- 
mitted to Canada on terms similar 
to those extended to France and 
other favored nations. During the 
twelve months ended November, 
1926, imports from Cuba_ totalled 
$8,074,101 and exports to Cuba 
$8,099,980.

Times two weeks ago about a certain 
man shooting a Pileated Woodpecker. 
Now don’t you think is was a very 
unmanly thing to do. Of course it 
will look nice stuffed and we will for- 
I have noticed 
three pileated woodpeckers on my 
place and hope they stay and increase 
as apart from the eats they are safe 
here. For the benefit of those unac- 
quainted with this particular bird, I 
am writing an article from Museum 
Bulletin No, 41: 

Pileated Woodpecker, cock of the 
woods, or log-cock—A very large wood 
pecker, colored in broad masses of 
black and white and with a conspicu- 
ous, pointed, brilliant red crest. By 
far the largest woodpecker in Canada, 
it can be confused with no other Can- 
adian species. It 1s almost as large
